• X-J OOKING over this crowded, fdent af- 
fembly, this queftion revolves in my mind ; w Is there 
’one perfon fo loft to all fenfe o£ his own? condition, as to 
fay the fubjcdt contained in thefe words 19 a matter of iu- 
difference to him V 9 If we can remain unmoved at 
hearing an account of a day when all thefe things (hall 
be diffolved,! am ready to fay that nothing but the accom* 
plifhment of what isfpoken of in the text will awaken you 
to a fenfe of your wretchednefs ! By the number here who 
were previouily nodded that this fubjeft was to be fpoken 
upon at this, time, I entertain the pleating thought that 
you have laid, “ we will hear thee— of this, matter/ 1 
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' Mhy that (pint which reproves the world of Judg- 
ment, be this evening the Speaker’s afliftant, and may 
divine truth by the fame fpirit be imprefled deeply in ev- 
ry mind. - - 

Without any doubt the apoftle Peter felt the impor- 
tance of this fubjed, when he wrote this chapter. He 
knew that though the Day of Judgment would certain- 
ly come ; yet that many in the laft days would in a fcof- 
fing manner fay, u where is the promife- of his coming V 2 
for fince the fathers fell afleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning* of the creation. The Judgment 
not coming would lead them to fay it will never come. 
This Peter fays is owing to their heing willingly ignorant. 
Verfe 5, 6, “ For this they willingly are ignorant of, that 
by the word of God, the heavens were of old, and the 
earth Sanding oat of the water and in the water ; where- 
by the world that then was, being overflowed with Water, 
per iflied.” .. V 

Having mentioned their "willing ignorance.of the cre- 
ation, and perifiiing of the old world, he then fays, “ But 
the heavens^ and the earth, which are now,, by the fame 
word are. kept in (lore, refer ved* unto fire again# the day 
of Judgment and perdition of ungodly men.” 

In fpeaking upon this important and folemn fub- 
jc6t f I fhall, - 

h Prove that there is a Day of Judgment yet 
to come. 

II. I fhall mention fever al things which Chrift and 
the apoftles faid fhould take place before that day. 

III. I fhall mention the things which (hall take place 
at that day ; or, the particular circumftances of theday 
of Judgment. 

I. I am to prove that there is a Day of Judgment 
yet to come. 

This is a matter of pure revelation. It is not found 
' ou{ by human reafon ; but is made known to us by the 
God in heaven, who revealeth fecrcts. 'When it is reveal- 
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'W* w e way fee that h is reafoiable^ Becanfe this day re* 
veakd in the feriptures is reasonable, therefore it was tba$ 

Paul before Felix, “ reafoned of righteoufnds, tem- 
perance, and-Jtrr^ENT to come. - 

» - What we^JM2ftwco»c£rBiagthe day ofJu , J^33ent,£?"_^ 
; reearded ia the feriptures, and taught to men by the 
.£le)y Ghoft; 

. The day*, of Judgment' means a. time, when a righ- 
teous fentencg will bepaffed on all men according to the 
.*deef<fe done in the body. To prove this, I Iball mention 
.the places m feriptore whiohlpeak of the day of Judgment, 
r The firft 1 can-find is in Job, fix; 29* “ Be y$ a- 
ffiaid of thefword> for wrath brmgeth the purdfii- 
snents of the (word, that ye may know there is a Judg- 
m-ent.” So long ago as the days of Job, thi? day was 
known. Pfalm i. 5, “ Therefore the ungodly (hall not 

feand in the Judgment, nor Uniters in the congregation , 

of the righteous*'* Here the Judgment is plaimy fpoken 
ofi EccL xi. 9, u Bat know thou, that for all thefe things, 

God will bring thee into Judgment.” Chap, xii. 14, 

“ lor God will bring every work into Judgment, with 
yvery fecret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be 
evil.'* * Solomon not only knew there would be a Judg- 
ment ; but warned the youth and others of it. 

This day is particularly mentioned by Chrift and the 
apoftles. Matth. x. 15, “ Verily I fay unto you, it fhail 
be more tolerable for the land of Sodom and Gomorrah 
in the Day of JuDGMENT,than for that city.’* Chapel 2?, 

4 ‘ But I fay unto you, it (hall be more tolerable for Tyre 
and Skkrn at the Day of Judgment, than for you.*' 
Chap* xii. 36, u But I fay unto you, that every idle word 
that men ihall fpeak, they (ball give account thereof at 
the Day of Judgment.” 2 Peter, ii. 9, M The Lord know- 
eth how to deliver the godly out of temptation^ and qd 
refer ve the unjuft unto the Day of Judgment to be pun- 
idled*” 1 John iv. 17, u Herein is our love made per- 
that we may hive bpldnefr in the pt Jsidg* 
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ment ; becaufe as he is, fo ate we in this world.” Theft 
places of fcripture are fo many united teftimonies in proof 
of the day of Judgment. Thole who fpake thefe things 
were infallible witnefles, all uniting to declare the truth 
of that folemn day. Wheic is 'the wretch fo bold as to 
fay that Job, David , Sobmmznd Darnel \ were not men of 
truth ? Who will dare to fay that Jefus Chrift and the a- 
poftlesf were a company of liars ? Woe to him who makes 
God a liar by rejecting the teftimony of his Son ! 

This day fpokenof in the fcripture, is not left like a 
pkce of h^ftory to be believed or not as men plcafe. 
The truth of k is feroOght home to every man’s confcience. 
by the Hedy Ghoft. And they cannot get rid of the evi- 
dence given them. Chrift fays, John xvi. S, fpeaking of 
the Holy Ghoft, ‘‘And, when he is come, he will reprove 
the world of fin, of righteoufhefs, and of Judgment.” 
To reprove* is to charge a pericn with a fault which he 
knows he is gui Jly of ; this ipii it reproves the world in 
general. The reafen why they are reproved is, becaufe 
they are enlightened. Paul fays, Eph. v. 13, “ But aH 
things that are reproved are made manifeft by the 
light ? for whatfoeverdoth make manifeft is light.” Chrift 
fays, John will, 12, ** lam the light of the world.” John 
. fays, fpeaking of Chrift, chap. i. 9, “ That was the true 
' light which lighteth every man that cometh into the 
world.” Thefe expreffions fhew why it is that the world 
is reproved of Judgment 5 becaufe they have an afTur- 
ance that there is a Judgment to come ; this is plain from 
what Paul faid at Athens, Ads xvii. 31, “Becaufe he 
hath* appointed a day in the which he will judge the world 
in righteoufrifcft by that man whom he hath ordained ; 
whereof he hath given aflbranee unto all men, in ttafe he 
hath railed him from the dead*” Paul declares that God 
given afturance unto all men of the Day of Judg- 
ment. This is mentioned again by Paul ia Rom. i. 19, 
* Becaufe diat which may be known of God is manifeft 
in them> fev God hath (hewed it usuo them.” This raaa» 
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ifeftation Felix had when Paul preached to him. It is £ud 9 
Ads xxiv. ay, “ And as he reafoned of righteoufoefs, 
temperance, and Judgment to come, Felix trembled 'and 
anfwered, go thy way for this time y when I have a con- 
venient felon I will call for thtc^ TOeH ed 

of this Judgment to come, there wasiudran' evidence of 
the truth of it, that there wds'no room left in Felix’s mind 
to dHpute the truth of it- Tftic fadr was, the^Holy Gbeft 
brought the evidence of it' home to his foal,fb that the on- 
ly thing left for him was, to fond Paul away that he 
might not hear any more of- that troublefoine truth, 
“ that God will judge the world in righteoufiids.” 

I do not think every* ptrfon knows enough to fay^ 
there will be a Day op Judgment ; but all nations are 
fo enlightened as to Lq d w they are tinners* an i that as tin- 
ners they null be pardoned or pnnifhed ;^in this way afl 
men are affored ofjdiat day. Thongh they are enlight- 
cnco^ i i ■> emt o that degree as to comprehend every 
thing they are' enlightened' about. John fays, John i, y, 
“ And the light fhineth in darknefo ; and thedarknefs 
comprehended it not.” Many people mention the unen- 
lightened heathens ; there are no fach heathens in the 
world, except it be fucb as are blinded by folfo teachers. 
People fpeak of the light of nature, there is no inch light. 
Chrift is the light- of the world ; and all men are enlight- 
ened by him. “ This is the condemnation that light is 
Come into the world, and men loved darknefs rather than 
light, becaufc their deeds were evil.” 

When Paul reafoned of Judgment, it was of that 
which was revealed in the foriptures. The reafonablescfo 
of this Judgment will appear in the following manner. 

Does God govern the world ? He does* Is God a 
righteous governor ? He is. What is the chnuaA&xf a 
righteous governor ? That he rewards the righteous and 
punifhes the unrighteous. Are the righteous rewarofe 
and the unrighteous pnnifhed in this world ? They 
not. If God, as a righteous governor, rewards the rig? 



.tfcOUs antd . piliti foesthe narigjireouff ; and the' righteous 
.arc not rewarded, Bor the unrightceiK puudhed in this 
WOrld,howean this be true ? There is no otiber wayt© prove 
it but this* that* there will' be a day when God* will re- 
ward the righteous and punifti the unrighteous*; This 
‘brings usfco the feriptures, which- fey* “ The Lord knows 
bow to deleter thegodly out- oft temptation, and to refervc 
the unjoin oafo the dayof Jv DG.riEwry to be puni&ed;” . 

There is: not a thinking perfon on earth that fees this, 
jhut muft fey there is certainly a Judgment to* come.” 
,Aik yourfelf, O {inner, whether you have an evidence 
that you> feaU fiand in the Judgment*. ** The ungodly 
fec&lL not ftandin the Judgment, nor finaers in the con- 
gsxgation ofthe righteous*”

II. To mention federal .things which Chrift and the 
apoitie faid fhould take place before tha£|Uy. 

There are many things- mentioned the new tefta- 
ment, which Chrift and the apoftles faid fhould take plaee 
before the Day of Judgment t the greateft part of which 
haye a&ually taken place now ; a few of them remain to 
be accomplished. Some of them are taking place in the 
prefent day, and the reft will come fhortly. This day 
being declared in the feripturea ; thefe things are now 
' mentioned Co Jet you know that the coming of the Lord< 
draws hear, ancl that you may know that in a (hort time, 
« c all the tribes of the earth will wail becaufe of him.^' 

" ' There dre* feveral things mentioned by Chrift in 
Matt. 24th, that were to take place before the deftrU^tioa 
of Jerufekm, which people in general think were to be 
immediately before the fecond coming of the fon of man. 
Wie^|ht to d iftin gu i ih bet we ert the deftrudion ofjerufar 
ltfMnd the end of the world, bn the 23d chap. Chrift faid 
oKhe inhabitants of Jerufaleni, verfe 3 By “ Behold your 

« bfe is left unto you defolate. 0 In chap, xxiv, verfe 3, the 
cipfesafeed himaqueftion concerning three things: u 


*• When (hall thefe things be?” that is, when the temple 
(hould ke left defolate. 2 . “ What (hall be the fign of thy 
coming they meant his coming in the judgment onj#- 
rufalem. 3.They afked him concerning “die end of 
-the world.” Heanfwered all .their, qaeft ions. _ Before 
Jerufalem was deftroyed, he told them there (heuid arife 
falfe Chrrfls, and (hould deceive many ; — that the difei- 
ples-fhould hear of wars, and rumours ofe wars, famines, 

- peftilences and earthquakes in divers places, and that they 
(hould bedeliveredup to councils,. and that (bme of them 
fhould be killed. . That before this day came, the ge^J>el 
fhould b e-preache d in all the world, for a witnefe unto ail 
nations. He told them that they (hould (ee thefe things? 
and that they (hould fee Jerufalem compared with, ar- 
mies, and that then they mud dee into the mountains?—

< with child or had young children would find it very difo 
trefling at this time. He told them that the generation 
then- in Jerusalem (hould not pafs away, till all the, things 
he mentioned (hould be fulfilled. All thefe things refer, to 
the deftru&ion of Jerufalem. They afked him when thefe 
things (hould be ; — -he told them that no man knew the 
day or hour when thefe things (hould be ; even the An- 
gels did not know the time. As thefe things were to take 
place before Jerufalem was compared with armies, $ , fo 
they certainly were to take place before the Day of 
Judgment. 

After he had anfwered the two firft queftions, he 
then attended to the third, which was w the end of the 
world.” This is ia the 25th chapter of Matthew, from 
the 31ft verfe, to the end of the chapter, Thefe tjgfings 
have all taken place ia the fame, manner Cbrift fai^..tfiey 
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ftwnld.and at the very tune, and are to ya a eertam proof 
ef aH things being fttflfcd which he laidihoald cotne to 
pa&befeM “ the raid of the world.” - . : -

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Before the end ef the World, it is mentioned 
that die Jews fhall return to their own land and . believe 
in Chrift. This is not yet come to pals ; bat ascertain 
as the other things are come to pafs; fo this u fhall (peak 
and not lie," . * 

Many people afk this^queftion : Will the Jews ever 
actum to the land of Canaan again ? Tofatisfy the minds 
'of fnch enquirers, I will mention feme of the places 
which ipeak of their return, and that they will believe in 
Chrift before the 13 a* of Judgment. . 

The firft place I (hall mention is in Ifaiah xi. 1 1, 12, 
** And it fhall come to. pafs in that day, that die Lord 
l&all fet his hand again the fecond tkne to recover the 
'remnant of his people, which fhall be left, from Afyria, 
-and from Egypt, and from Pathros, and from Cofb,~ and 
drom Elam, and from Shinar, mid from -Hamath, and 
from the iflands of the fea. And he fhall fet Up an en- 
-fign for the nations, and hall aflemble the outcafts of If- 
wael, and gather together the difperfed of Judd from 
rthe four comers of the earth." To Icnpw when this will 
be, read the tenth verfe. In the day when the root of 
Jefte fhall be an enfign for the Gentiles to leek, whole reft 
as glorious* This means the time when Chrift the fun 
makes the day. ■ This is what is called the gofpel day. 
dn that day the children of Ifrael are u^be gatheredfrom 
the four winds of the earth. They have not been gath- 
ered in this day ; therefore they will be gathered be- 
fore this day ends.* Ifa. xiv. t, a, “ For the Lord will 
4 fave mercy on Jacob, and will yet cboofe Ifrael, and fet 
them in their own land and the ft rangers fhall be joined 
with them, and they fhall cleave to the houfe of Jacob. 
And the people fhall take them, and bring them to their 
ipiace ; and the houfe .of Ifrael fhall poftefs them in the 
land of the Lord, for Servants and handmaids ; and they 
fhall take them captives, whofe captives they were 5 and 
'they fhall ru 3 e over their own oppreflors." There has W«r 
m%y fuch thmg yet t^ken place ; and therefore it is yet 
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«to be accbmplifhed. Ifa. xxvii. vi 9 u Arid it {hall* conic 
•to pafs in that day, that the Lord (hall beat off from die 
channel of the river unto the dream of Egypt, and ye 
Ihall be gathered one by one, O ye children of Ifraek” 
This is to be done in the fame day. Jer. xvi. 14,1$, 
** Therefore, behold, the days come, faith the Lord, that 
it (hall no more be faid, the Lord liveth, that brought 
the children of Ifrael out of the land of Egypt ; but the 
•Lord liveth, that brought up the children of Ifi ael from 
the land of the north ; and from all the lands whither he 
•had driven them ; and I will bring them again into their 
land that I gave unto their fathers.” This is the fame 
fubjeft. This fame fubjedt is mentioned in Jer. xlvi. 28, 
4t Fear thou not, O Jacob my fervant, faith the Lord, for 
I am with thee ;• for I- will make -a full, end of all the na- 
tions whither I have driven thee $ but I will not make , a 
full end of thee, but correct thee in meafure ; yet wifi I 
not leave thee wholly unpunished.” Ezekiel fays, fpeakr 
ing of the. Jews, chap. xi. 17, “ Therefore fay, thus faith 
the Lord God, l will even gather you from the people, 
anil afTemble- y on out of the. countries where ye have been 
Scattered, a.ud I will give- you the land of Ifrael.” It is 
plain from thefe- places- that the Jews will.' yet come-back 
-to their own land with all their riches. Ifaiah fays, chap, 
lx. 9, “ Surely if. e ifles fhall wait for me, and the (hips 
-of Tarfhifh flrft, to bring thy fons from far, their filver 
and their gold-with them, unto the name of theXord thy 
God, and to th^Holy One of Ifrael, becaufe he hath .glo- 
rified thee.” This-has never yet heen fulfilled ; but will 
be before the # coming of Chrifi. v 

To place the mktter beyond, a doubt, as to their re- 
ceiving the gofpel, we have only to read Paul’s teftimony 
in the new teftament. He fays, Heb. viii. 8, 10, 11, 12, 
“ Behold the days come, faith the Lord, when I will 
make a new covenant with the houfe of Ifrael, and with 
houfe of Judah. For this is the covenant .that I 
«4rili make with the, houfe of Ifrael} after thofe days, faith 
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tKe Lord, I will pot my laws into their min^, and write . 
diem in their hearts ; and I will be to them a Gad* and 
they fhall be to me a people ; * and they (hall not teach ev- 
ery man his neighbor, and every man his brother, faying, 
know the Lord ; for all fhall know me, from the leaft to 
the greateft. For I will be merciful to their unrighteouf- 
nefs, and their fins and their iniquities will I remember 
no more.” This new covenant which God faid be would* 
make with the Jews, has never been m^de, they" are now 
fuffering for their fin in rejecting Jefus ;.but this cove- 
nant* will be made before the ercd>of the world, and when 
they return again to their own land, and have God's law 
in. their hearts, they will never be caft off again. 

Paul has* iUu ft rated this fubjedt in a ftrikmg 
maimer in Romans, uth chapter. He fays, verfe ij*, 
**Forif the calling away, of them (the Jews). be the re- 
conciling of the world, what fhall the receiving of them 
be but life from- the dead- Verfe 2*3, u And they alfo, 
if they abide not ftHl in unbelief, fhall be grafted in ; for 
God is able: to- graft them in again.” Verfe 25, 26, 27, 
28, 29, 3 °» 3 1 9 “ For I- would not,- bFethien,tbat ye 
fhbuld be ignorant of this myftery, that bliridnefs in part 
is happened unto Ifrael, until the fullnefs of the Gentiles 
be come in. And fo all Ifrael fhall be faved ; as it is 
written, there fhall come out of Sioa the Deliver eh, and 
fhall turn away ungodlinefs from Jacob. For this is mj 
covenant unto them, when I fhall take atway their fins. 
As concerning the gofpel,they are enemies for your fakes ; 
bat as touching. the election, they are beloved for the fa- 
ther’s fakes. For the gifts and calling of God are with- 
out repentance. For as ye in times pad, have. riot believ- 
ed Qod, yet have now obtained mercy through thdfir um 
belief ; even fo have thefe alfo now not believed, that 
thro’ your mercy tbej alfo may obtain mercy.” In thefe 
verfes, Paul fhews, that by their being caft off for a while* 
the Gentiles through faith were reconciled and grafted 
in with the believing Jews, who were the good olive tree, 
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and that if the Gentiles were by faith thnslgrrfed ht. 
with the believing Jews, thereis the lame way for the 
Jews t o Come in again ; and that if they remain not in. 
Unbelief, God will receive them again. This is not only 
poffible,bat certain, becaufe the Deliverer (hall come and 
tom away ungodlinefs from them. And. though they 
are enemies, yet their enmity was- a benefit to the Gea- 
tiles, becaufe when they rejelfed the gofpei, the Gentiles, 
received it. As touching die election ; or God’s choofing* 
Abraham, they are beloved for the fathers fakes ; that 
i i, Abraham, Ifaac and Jacob ; thefe are the fathers fop 
whole lakes they are beloved ; and though God ehaftea- 
ed tbemffcr their fins, yet he wouldnot finally call them; 
off for the fake of the promife he made to Abraham, 
Ifitac and Jacob, concerning - them and their feed. The- 
feafbn Paul gives is this, that when God gives, or calls 
any, he do^s not repent of it. " God is not a man theft 
he fhofcld lie, nor the fon of man that he fhould repent^ 
^as he faidand will he not do it V* He mentions^ thatas 
hr confequence rif.the* Jews unbelief, die Gentiles bad ob- 
tained .mercy ; fo the Jews fhall hereafter obtain mercy 
through dm fame mercy which flowed to the Gentiles 
trough faith in the laud Jefns Chrift. . Viewing this, 
^e may with the apoftles exclaim, l< G die depth of the 
riches, both of the wifdom and knowledge of God l 
how unfearchable are his judgments, and his ways paft 
findiMLOotl” - ~ 

d/ The final deftrndion of Antichrift is another thing 
to take place before the Day of Judgment. This is in 
part dptie, hut not wholly. The fall of Babylon means 
the overthrow of the man of fin. Thir will be done ftid- 
3 ehly r and the time is near when it fhall be laid, * Bab-. 
ylon .is faljcn 1 is fallen ! to rife no morev” 

7. Before the day eff judgment, every earthly kin^-. 
down on earth will he deftroyed and be no more. This 
is mentioned in Rev. xi. 15, a 'And the fevepth arngel 
founded ; and there were great voices in heaven, fliymg, 




the kingdoms, of this world are become the kingdom 6 E 
our Lord,~and bis Chrift ; and be (hall feign fbi ever and 
ever.** At this timc-Chrift (hall “ utdovaaDjatcyasd 
all authority and., power*” This Chrift is doing at the 
preientday in facb a manner as was ’ never feen before.; 
ami it will not be long before there will hot be a crowned 
head on earth. Thefe things are Sufficient ^r lhew os 
that in a little while, “ he that (hall come, wificome, and 
will not tarry. ” ^

Judgment feats 
Were among men very fpfendrd'; here the judge not only* 
delayed his judgment, but his power to judge , Ch rift’s 
Judgment feat is. mentioned in Romans, xiv. id, “ 
why dpft thou judge thy brother^ Or why doft thou 
at nought thy brother ? For we fhall aH (land before dfc-

After, tjiey are nil gathered at the judg* 
metit feat of Ghrift* he will feparate die righteous from 
the wicked, and the whole of Adam’s family . will appear 
in. two companies ; one. on the right hand of. thejudge, 
the other- on his left hand; — to be judged according to 
d^r workv'This is mentioned by the judge,in Maubixy.

8; M Taking vengeance on themtHafc 
know not God, andobey not the gofpel of our Lord Je~ 
flis Ghrift/* - 

It will be more tolerable for thofe who have not hail 
the gofpel preached to them by theminifteis of Chriftsfc 

than for thofe who have, if they dif- 

* When thefc books are opened; every perfbn ftandiag^ 
before the jod^e, mnft give account for himfclf, or own 
every dung he has thought, faid, or done that is wrong*. 
In' this world men are not obliged to witnefs againft them- 
fclvesjbot there they mnft own every thing, “ for God 
will bring every- work- into judgment, with every fecretr 
thing, whether it be good or evil.” Men will there give 
account for every idle word they have fpoken. The 
judge fays, Matth xii. 36, “But I fay unto you, that iv- 
ory idle word* that men (ball fpeak* they fhall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment.”

•at thrift’s left band will be brought to Hgbt. Solomon 
Jays, Eccl. xii. 14, For God (hall bring every wort into 
judgment with every fecret thing, whether it be good, or 

whether it be eviL” There will be fuch an evidence in 
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ihe minds of the wicked of their being juftly condemned, 
.that every mouth will be Hopped, and the whole world 
will become guilty before God, and without exepfe. All 
.who confcfs ChriH in this world, or .believe in him, will, 
at that time Hand approved, and have bolcfoefs at the day 
of judgment. After all the hidden things of jdifhonefiy 
are brought to light, and the ungodly have witneHed a- 
^amft themfelves, the fentence will be paffed on them 
by the judge; which will be everlafting definition from 
the prefence of the Lord and the glory of his power. 
Paul fays,* “ the faints ihall judge the world,’ 3 which I 
think mod be to approve of what the judge fays, faying 
Amen. “And theft fhall go away into everlaHing pun- 
ifhment ; but the righteous into lift eternal 1 !” 

9. AmidH all this glory and terror, the .world will 
Be all on fire. That this will be another circum (lance 
peculiar to the lafi day,, is plain from the new teHament* 
Paul fays Chrift will “ b# revealed from heaven with his 
mighty angels, in flaming fire” .Peter tells us what this 
fire will do,. 2 Pet. iii. 7, 10, ii, 12, “But the heavens 
and the earth, which are now, by the fame word. .are kept 
.in fiore, reftrved unto fire againfi the day of judgment 
.and perdition of ungodly men. But the day of the LorS 
-will come as,a thief ,in the night ; in the which the heav- 
,ens fhall $afs away with a great noift, and the elements 
fhall melt with fervent heat, the earth alfo, and the works 
that are thereto, fhall be burnt up. Seeing then rhat all 
theft things fhall be difiolved, what manner of perfons 
ought ye to be in all holy converfation and godlinefs* 
Looking for and hafling unto the coming of the day 
of God, wherein the heavens being on fire, ihall be dift 
Solved, and the elements fhall melt .with fervent heat. ,# - 
This account of tlje heavens and earth being on fire. 
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% awfifl beyond the conception of mortals ! It w feidby 
dPeter that the heavens and earth will be* on fire. The 
direin the heavens (or air) will let the earth on fire, as k 
did Sodom, when fire came down from heaven, which was 
an example or fample of the laft day. This fire will not 
deftroy the earth, it will.be melted or diffolved, not def- 
ttroyed. All the works of men in this world will be burnt 
'up ; but the earth will be brought into a new and pure 
--date, called a new earth. See verfe ij, of this chapter. 
-** Neverthelefs we, according to his promife, look for new 
heavens, and a new earth. Wherein dwelled! righteonf- 
ncfs.” By the fire which will burn op the works of this 
"world, and melt the elements, this earth' will be brought 
’into a new and pore ftate all being one pure folid bo- 
idy without any fea. John fays. Rev. xii. r, “ And I 
^aw a new heaven and a new earth ; for the fit ft heaven 
“and the firft earth were paffed away ; and there was no 
more lea.” This new heaven and new earth is mention- 
ed after the refurre&ion and judgment, and agrees with 
what Peter has faid, vtz y that the new heavens and earth 
-are to be. after the elements are melted with fervent heat: 
It appears to me, that the earth will be fet on fire by a 
^cornet. An aftronomer in Vermont, who is a congrega- 
tional minifter, h as laid (lam told) that the great comet 
which appeared in Newton's day, is feveral million times 
larger than this earth, and that every revolution it per- 
forms, it comes nearer to the earth, and that at this rate, 
it will at laft come exactly in contact with the earth, an'd 
that the earth will pafs through it, and melt as it pafles 
through. Thisdooks rational to me. Whether it will 
be fo or not, we are certain that the tody of fire muli be 
very great which (hall melt the elements, and dHFolve all 
thefe things which we fee l After this fire the earth will 
be in a fuitable* fituation for the Second Adam and his 
, children to dwell in,; being the new heaven and new 
•earth, wherein dwelleth righteoufnefs. This the faints 
^according to his promife look for. 





* ro. • Another circu?Bftanee peculiar to tJudhy of 
judgment : is this, the punMbment of {be wicked ; for,' 
•ihougfr hand join in band^they (hail not go u ripunifti cd 
Tne pnoifhmem of &e Wickedwill be after they htve 
fchl thtini&m at the day of judgment.

lfeft to dilpute it, unlefs we dilute the plain declara- 
tions of tfcfc word of God. - * v 

This-pimi Ament *<rf the ungodly *is tailed^* the fetond 
death.” Rev. xx. 13, 14, iy, “ And the foa gave up the 
dead ^ hich were in it ; and death and belt delivered np 
the 1 dead which were in them ; and they were judged 
every man according to their works. And death and hell 
tfreye caft into the lake of fire. This is the fecond death* 
And whomever was not found written in the book of life 
was caft into the lake of fire.” * 

It is proper now to defenbe the nature of the pun- 
lftment which the ungodly will receive at the laft day. ’ 

^ It muft be one of three things ;-*-either a ftate of 
lhiferable exiftence without e :d or a ft ate ot punilhmeht 
for a certain period, and then to be delivered from it and 
madebappy or, fuch a puniftimeht as will deftroy their 
exlftence, fo that they will ceafe to be. One of theft three 
is true, and the other two are not true. 

It is held in general, that the punifliment of the 
wicked wHl bean ever during ftatt of mifery.^Mrplak^ 

0 
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. A proof ofthis that I now recoiled, is »n Rev. xi. is, 
' tt And the devil that deceived them was caft into the lake 
. of fire and brimftone, where the bead and the falfe 
prophet are, and flull be tormented day and night for 
ever and ever. 0 . This as- mentioned as taking place be- 
fore the refnrre&ion qfjthe dead finall and great. 

: It is the opinion of fome that the puniflunent of the 
•jVneked will Jiave an end; and that they will be -finally 
_ reftored to the favor of God. The .arguments in favor 
#f this, are contrary to the plain , declarations of the 
Word of God, which fay, that-the wicked “ fhall be pnn- 
Mhed with everlafiing defirofiion from the prefence of tfyc 
hord and the glory uf his power. 0 

It is the belief of fome, that the pnnifhment of- the 
wicked with everlafiing detraction, means a final end of. 
their exiftence after they are railed from their graves* and 
jpdged out of the books. 

... Having mentioned the/e three things, Lfhall mention 
lome of the many places which ipeak of the pnnifhmcnt 
. <£ the wicked, that .,we .may judge which of thefe three 
things is the feripture trath. 

i* I fhall confider the words dtflroy .and .dcjiruB&n*. 
in the feriptnres, as it refpeds the wicked. The words 
deftroy and definition in many places, figmfy to make, a 
final end of the thing which. exited. It is faid that the 
fim of God was mani'sfied to destroy the works of the 
devil. This mufi mean to put a final end to them. It 
: is faid of the man of fin, 2 ThefL ii. 8, “ And then fhall 
that wicked be reveled, when the Lord fhall confome 
with the fpirit of. his mouth, and fhall dcjircy with the 
brightnefs of his appearing.” It is allowed by all, that 
when the man of fin is dcjlroycd , he will ceafe to be. Paul 
fays,, the death of the body will be dcjlrcyed at the rcfiir- 
redion. 1 Cor. xv. 26, “ The laft enemy that fhall be 
: destroyed, is death. 0 When death is defiroyed there 
will be no mere of it. What is called the fecond death 
^oj^c Jefir*ypd. It is the . firfi death which is 
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here fpden of to be deftroyed.' It is laid In Iiaiah, nV. 
7, “ And he will destiot in this mountain the face of 
-the covering caft over all people.” To dtjbrey here, I 
think, means to make a foal end: Let ns now confider 

thde two words, dtflroj and ‘deftfuQkn^ as they refpcS the 
pmutfoaeat of the wicked at the lafl day. 

The wor A defray is vied as it refpeds the wicked, in 
Plalm cxlv. 20, “ The Lord prderveth all them that 
love him ; ont all the wicked will he destiot.” It Is 
here laid that God will destroy the wicked. Chrift teHs 
ns hew, Matth. x. 28, w And fear not than which kill 
.the body, bokare not able to lull the foil ; but rather 
-for him which is able to destroy both foil and body 
in helL” James iv. 12, “ There is one lawgiver, who is 
able to fave and to destroy!” In thefe verfo mention 
is made of the fool and body being deftroyed in helL 
'Does tins mean to continue in exiftcnce, or to-havc an 
end anv be no more ? 

The word destruction is tiled in theferiptures to 
defcr>»e the lad end of the wicked. I lhaH mention only 
^ few df the many.places.* Job xxi/30, “That the pick- 
ed is referred- to the day ' rfdefirmSitB ; they ffeU be 
brought forth to the day of wrath.” Job xxri. ^ M Is 
not destru ctich to the wicked ? and a ftrangt 
ment to the workers of iniquity Plalm lv. Z&r 
thou* O God, fhalt bring them down into thepitqTbEs- 
truction.”. Prov. a. 29, “ But deftroflion iS^W-ue to 
the workers of iniquity.” Deftradicn is here r fpoLin of 
as the punilhment of the wicked. In the new teframeut, 
this destruction of the wicked is fpoken of thrift, 
and the apoflles. - Chrift mentioned the way <pich lead- 
eth to d ivk^idion, Matth. vii. 1 3, “ Btoad is tK >^r that 
leadeth to destruction.” Paul fays, Rom. 16, 
“ Destruction and mifery are in their ways.” lit Phil. 
iH. 19, it is faid, “ Whofe end is dcft^u^ion. ,, The na- 
ture of this deftrudion is meutiosed by Paul, in 1 TheC 
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i. 9, w Who fball be punifbed with everlafting &E$Tttrd* 
•non.” What can there be more ? 

Thefe are only a few of the many ptaees which {peak 
of the deftruflion of the wicked- T&s deilru&ion is call* 
ed the fecond death. When the body dies*. it has an end 
as to this world j and Chi ill fpeaks of the foulsfeeing kill- 
ed, and of the fool and body being cLeftroyed in hell. 
44 The foul that fins fball die.” 

I do not pnblifb this as my belief t but as the 
thoughts which have palled through my mind while 
reading thefe places of feripture. 

The word perish feems to convey the fame meaning* 
which theword deftrufibn does. It is faid, Pi aim If. ta* 
4% Kifs the foil, left he be angry, and ye perish from the 
Way yhen his wrath is kindled but a little/*. This is 
mentioned byChrid in John, iii. 16, 41 For God fo loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten fon, that who- 
soever believech in him, fbould not perish, but have ever- 
iafting life”. In this verfe the word perijbis ufed as the 
oppofite of eternal- life. 

In Pfalm xuvii. 20, it is faid, “ But the wicked 
lhall perifhf and the enemies of the Lord fball be as the 
fat of lambs, they fball confume, into fmoke fball they 
nnfume away.” Does not this defeription cf the wicked 
look like ceafing to be ? judge ye. Pfalm Ixxiii. 27, “ For, 
lo, they that are far from thee fball perish.” Prov^xix. 
9, 4i A falfe witnefs fball not be unpuniibed ; and he that 
fpeaketh lies fhall perifb.” 

In the new teflament the word perifbed means, to he 
deprived of being, 1 Cor. xv. 18, “ Then they alfo which 
are fallen afleep in Chrifl are perished.” By this, Paul 
means that if the dead rife not, then there is an end of all 
the faints who are dead. This being the meaning of the 
word here, is there not a propriety in confidering this to 
to be the meaning of the word when it is ufed to deferibe 
the laft end of the wicked ? let the candid judge. This 
word is ufed feveral times in the new teflament to deferibe 



the laft endof the wicked; Adis xiii. 4!, “Behold, ye 
defpifers, and wonder, and perish.” Paul mentions this 
fame thing in 2 Cor. ii. 15, 16, “ For we are unto God 
a, * fwe'et favour of Chrrft in' them that are fayed, and in 
them that perijh. To the one we are a favour of death 
unto death.” The fcriptures mention two deaths, one be- 
fore the day of judgment, and the other after, called the 
fecond death. A man cannot have a fecond death unlefs 
he has had the firft. This Paul refers to, I think, in this 
verfe. Thofe who do not believe in Chrift will perijh . 
“ Death unto death,” appears to me to mean, death of 
the body here, and after the refurre&ion, the fame per- 
fons will have another,* or the fecond death* in which they 
wiil utterly peri (h forever. Peter fpeaks of this, 2 Pet. 
ii. 12, “ But thefe, as natural brute beads, made to be ta- 
ken and deftroyed, fpeak evil of the things that they un- 
derhand not, and fhall utterly perijh\n their own corrup- 
tion.” Paul tells us when the wicked fhall perish, 
Pom. ii.* ti, 16, For as many as have finned without 
law, /ball perijh without law ; and as many as have finned 
in the law, fhall be judged by the law ; in the day when 
God ftiali judge thefecretso* r^en by Jefus Cbrid accord- 
ing to my gofpel.” If this r not the meaning of thefe 
places, I wifh fome one wou c guide me, that I may un- 
derhand what I read. 

The word corjwne fcems to carry the fame meaning 
in 'the fcriptures, as the words dejiroy^dejirudiion and perijh. 
Paul, fpeak ng of the man of fin, -fays, 2 Theff. ii. 8, 
“ And then fhall that wicked be revealed, whom the Lord 
fhall confmne with the fpirit of his mouth.” This certain- 
ly means to make a final end. Paul fays, Heb. xii. 29, 
“ For our God- is a confirming fire.” The proof of this is 
given in Numbers xvi. 35, “ And there came out a fire 
from the Lord, and confumed the two hundred and fifty 
men offered inctnfe.” This with many other places, 
Ihew the me .dng of being coniumedt In Heb. vi. 8; 
.he wicked ? e compared to thorns and briars, which aro 
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to be conjoined by fire. “ But that which beareth thorn 
and briars is rejected, and is nigh unto curfing ; whole 
end is to be burned.” 

Thefe remarks on the above words, may lerve to lead 
the reader to fearch the feriptures whether thefe things 
are fo. I do not mention them as the certain meaning 
of the places of feriptores ; but mention them as they ap- 
pear to me. If this is not the meaning, I hope fome one 
will fhew me to the contrary. 

When I read the fimilitudes ufed to deferibe the laft 
end of the wicked, it intimates a final end. They are 
faid to be as chaff, Pfahn i. 4, u The ungodly ace not 
fo ; but are like the chaff which the wind driveth away* 
Therefore the ungodly (ball not Hand in the judgment* 
nor finners in the congregation of the righteous. . The 
way of the ungodly fhall perilh.” In Ifaiah v. 24, it is 
faid of the wicked, 44 Therefore as the fire devoureth the 
ftubble, and the flame confumeth the chaff, fo their root 
ftallbe as rottennefs, and their bloflom Ihall go up as 
duft.” This fimilitude describes a final end of the wicked* 
In Matth. iii. 12, they are compared to chaff. 44 Whofe 
fan is m his hand, and he will thoroughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the garner ; but he will bum 
up the -CHArPF with -unquenchable -fire.” This feems to 
fignify an end It is faid in Malachi, iv. 1, 4 * And the 
day that cometh (hall burn them up, faith the Lord of 
bafts, that it (hall leave them neither root nor branch.” ; 

The ft ate of the wicked at the day of judgment as 
mentioned in the feriptures, is (hocking to every one who 
reads and underftands, Thefe things concerning the fi- 
nal end of the wicked, I have mentioned ; that each one 
Jnay fearch the feriptures whether they aie fo. If they 
are true, I wifti to receive them, if they are not, I wifh to 
know, and rejetf. all that is not true. 

u. Another circumftance peculiar to the day of 
judgment* is the finally happy ftate of the righteous* 
« Then (hall the righteous ihine as the fun in the king* 



dem offodr fa&erfbrtwer and TSlVicfcd will 
jbarc in the fccond death* which cannot be onlds therejb 
a firft death, and the righteous in a fccotod life, which h 
without end. '• Ail who coofe^Khnft before mea^whc he- 
feved <m him here, obeyed-him, apd left all : for him, w 91 
-enjoy all that God can beftow, se one^ eternal Ante uf gld- 
ty and Joy. Tbefe wiH enjoy jbi ifew heaven and the 
new earth, wherein dweUeth rightcoOfnels. The world 
to come will be theirs ; thefc being accounted “ worthy 
to obtain that world, and the refarfe&ion of the deads 
Will neither marry nor be giien in marriage, but will bf 
equal to the angds ; being the ions of' God- and the dub 
drefl ei' the rcfuiTeftkm;"-* In dus purc-ftate they wiU 
enjoy the company of the Patriarchs^ Prophets, Apoftles* 
Martyrs, and- all the redeemed forever.' Angela wig 
be their equals, Jefus will ever be their delight, God theif 
glory and light forever; ^Mortality will pot ob immor- 
tality. ...fatan will ceafc to -tempt-.. .the ungodly wdl'bfe 
deftroyed....fin will be no more... .pains, groans, tears* 
and death wiH be at an end forever. Their robes w32 


be forever white.. ..their harps ever nraed...tbeirfong vi| 
be ever new, and their deathlefe tongues vriH be eternally 
employed : n piaiftng him “ who loved them, and wafoed 
them from their fins in his own blood." Time and chan- 
ges will then he over forever, and one uninterrupted 
feene of glory and joy will be the portion of the follow# 
ers of the Lamb world without end. Amen. 

A few words more fhall conclude this iolemn, and 
all important fubjedt 

When we realize foe evidences of a judgment US 
come, every earthly objedt difappears, as candles ceafe to 
ftine when their faint light is overpowered by the bright 
foining of the fun. AH ! what are all thefc momentary 
trifles of time, when the great day is deferibed to a foizifc* 
mg mind ! they arc like the vanifhed flndow-*~iike foe 
faded flower — like the vifions of the night when wc & 
wake j they are viewed no more. - 



' Tfo cvidencesofu jodgflntt are 
fffiptures, and the repfoolsof the ipirit; that none but 
fools who (hut their eyes againft the light, will ever dare 
deny the principle ofr** eternal judgment." This made 
Fefir titflMej and £xyj a go tbyway for this' time^whe* 
Ilnft a conreaieBt ieafoniwiH call for thee.” 

The things-which Chrift and the apoflles- £iid fbonld 
take place before the day of judgment, the greatest part 
of which are come ttrpafs, are fofficient to convince every 
candid perfon that the end "of all things is at hand, and 
that “yet a little whfle, and he that “ihall come will 
come, and will not tarry.” This view- of -the fnbjcd 
onghrto lead each oik to afk : this important qoefticm* 
“ Am i ready to meet the fon of man when he comes 
to be glorified in-his and admired in all them that 

believe? 

The encomfemces of that great day are firwender^ 
fol and glories*, that each one may with propriety faji 
4 *~Wko mail live when God (hall do this ?" 

What an amazing thought rolls into the- mind when 
cotiftden * his, that at the lad day, time will be no more ! 
all the-wh of time will be ftruck off in a moment, and • 

then, “ n .sting -cbfes vp ~tbe /case” 

How molt the folemnity of rhe feene he rocreafed* , 
when Jefos the judge is feen coming in clouds to judge 
the world in righteoofnels— ‘drefled in robes of vengeance, 
in flaming fire ; in all his glory, and c f theboly angels V 
O how unlike the babe of Bethlehem ! the man who iiood 
condemned at Pilate’s bar ; or the man who groaned, who 
bled and died on Calvary ! -This is- he who was long be- 
fore appointed to be the. judge of the quick and the dead? 
Lo ! he comes to take vengeance on them who know not 
God, and to be glorified in his faints ! with what majefty 
will he defeend to his feat, — the dond in the air, in 
fiamiog fire 1 lo becomes toihew his power to judge the 
world ! 


- What an awful tumult nmft the laft Joud- trumpet 
caufe among the dead, when the trump of God lhall ca& 
the fleeping .millions from their long flumbersunder 
ground, prin the leas, to bear the foul-reviving .uqr^- 
“cqme y^blcfied,” or “depart ye curled \ n What an afion~ 
liking fight to view before the judge . all nations gathered, 
and then divided, faints from finners, to, oiiBgle together 
no more forever 1 O ^olenm, folemn dieht ! fbafi T evey 
fee this? yes furely, “for we mot all hand before the 
judgment feat of Chriii no one will be forgotten, none 
negle&ed, “ all that are in their graves fhallhearhis voice 
and come forth ; they that have done good to the refiiir- 
redion<of life, and they that have done evil, to therefu j-- 
rc&ion of damnation.” 

-While the divided- nations are thus placed before the 
judge, with what authority will the judge open the hccfci ^ 
one of which all witi be Judged 1 all the thoughts, words, 
and adions of men will there he weighed in an even baj- 
ance, and by the books judged according tp thei; works'! 
aU -who. are not then found in. the hook of life, will hfc 
driven away r in their wickednefs to be punifbed, “wjth^v- 
erlafli ►ig^deUxu^tton -from the prefence ©f the Lord, anfL 
the glory of his power-” : 

In addition to all this, the world wifi be on fire,, the 
works to be burnt up, and the earth ltfelftpelting and dif- 
folving with fervent heat i O amazing thought! what heart 
can endure ! what eye can endure the fight ! the heavejQS 
and earth fhaU be on fire. “Our God fball. corner fire b^rn- 
eth before him, it fball be very tenipe^uon^ round about 
him.” Here the wicked will be punifbed. “ Ifhe X,oto 
knoweth how .to deliver the godly out of temptations, , 
and to referve the urijuft unto the day of Judgment to be 
punifbed.” Whether (heir punifhipent will ;confift in a 
final end, or an everduring (late of n^i&ry, we know it 
will be awful beyond defeription. It is certain that the 
wicked will never be broil^it into a ffcatebf* glory with 
the faints. Their puniihment vail be with everlafting 
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utterly to perifh— **to he burnt up like the 
chaff— i to be cofifumed, andperiih forever.” 

The. reward of the righteous at the refurre&lon cff 
the juft/ will he unfpeakably great. At that day, their 
bodies being/ railed incorruptible, tHey will reign with 
‘Chrift the fecond Adam forever, “ neither can they die 
any more ; but they fhall be equal to the angels, being 
the children of God and* the children of the refur* 
reAion." 

This fabjc# thus opened from the feriptares, may 
jferve, — firft, as an alarm to the ungodly. 

Permit me, my friends, to addrefs you in a few words 
4nthis important and lblemn fuhjedv Thofe of you whb 
have heard thi&defcription of the laft day, aind thole whb 
jnay read after itisprhited, are by this called upon to at- 
tend now to the things* whick belong to yeefr peace, be- 
fore they are hid ft onr your eyes. Remember, O unbe- 
liever, that you are cohderimed already,- and the wrath 
of God abides on you.* Think, O finner ! what an awful 
feene is before you— death you cannot avoid— youmuft 
rife at the laft -day# Ifyou ddiuch an evil as to live ini- 
penitent, and rejeft the t&vrour, you will then rife to the 
refurre&ion of damnation. You cannot Hand in the judg- 
ment, bnt muft go away into everlafting punifbment, e- 
ven everlafting deftrudron from the prefence of the Lord 
and the gloTy of his power. Chriftlels fouls, leek the Lord 
while he may be found. u Repent ye, and turn your- 
felves frcm ail your tranigreffions; and fo iniquity (hall . 
prove your ruin.” 

H Let not thefe warnings be-in vain ; 

But lend a lifting ear, 

Left you fhould meet them all again, 

; When wrapt ia keen dcfpair.”
